In the case of sew ­ 
ing one finished <nlge, like lace, on to a 
raw edge the latter m ust be held so 
that it projects a little beyond the oth­ 
er or of course they will pull apart. 
Practice makes perfect. W ork dont* in 
this way has the sam e general effect as 
th at obtained by th at ultim ate accom­ 
plishm ent of our grandm others, the 
whipped seam,, but it is not so exqui­ 
site, as indeed why should it be for 
most of our apparel? Very fine wash 
m aterials are especially adapted to the 
method described, the edges curling 
down out of sight in quite a magical 
m anner when once one “gets the hang 
of it.” Beyond these few directions it 
has to be learned by doing, but once 
m astered it literally removes miles of 
sewing from a woman’s vista.

pler methods before attem pting to sew 
a raw edged ruffle into another raw 
edge. Ruffles should be gathered over­ 
hand, the edge being slightly rolled.

Oftentim es a piece of wicker furni­ 
tu re growls dirty past all cleaning. In 
these cases they should be dyed, aud 
this can be done easily and successful­ 
ly. In the first place, the old varnish 
m ust be removed. To do this pour boil­ 
ing w ater, to which a little piece of 
washing soda has been added, over the 
piece of furniture and after it is dry 
wipe it with a piece of flannel w’hieh 
has been w et in either turpentine or 
naphtha. The next day it will have to 
be sandpapered. To take the dye even­ 
ly the whole surface should be w et ju st 
before the color is applied w ith clear 
hot w ater. Most housekeepers prefer a 
white enamel to any colored stain. 
W hen white is used the piece of furni­ 
ture which you are renovating m ust be 
left perfectly dry. Give It t\to coats of 
w hite varnish, then rub it down w ith 
sandpaper, and after this oil it with a 
soft silk cloth and rub until there is a 
high polish.

Count Cassini, the Russian ambav- 
sador, is the notable exception in the 
group of foreign envoys here. “How­ 
ever, generous the terms which Japan 
might offer.” the ambassador said, 
“Russian prestige is not among them. 
That is one tiling for which the war 
will be fought to the end.

there was a great crowd at the church, 
composed largely of women, and w hen 
Roosevelt, accompanied by Secretary 
Loeb, arrived he was given a cordial 
reception. The president was formal­ 
ly introduced to the audience by Mrs. 
Frederic Schoff, of Philadelphia, the 
president of the congress. He read his 
speech from a copy which he held iii 
his hand, but now and then departed 
frbrn the text aud interjected Some ex­ 
temporaneous remarks when he wished 
to emphasize a point. Among the nota­ 
ble sayings in the address were the 
following: 


U w lth y Hora* L ife N ecessary. 
“No plled-up wealth, no splendor of 
material growth, no brilliance of artist­

Yours la the work which 
is never ended. * No mother has an 
easy time, and most mothers have very 
hard times; and yet what true mother 
would barter her experience of joy and 
sorrow in exchange for a life of cold
